The sheriff's office has investigated nu¬ 

merous reports of UPOS in the Vashon Island area the past 2 months. 
Lopxity Sheriff T, C. Allman, asked about the investigation, said it 

began after several reports that livestock had been frightened at 

night. These complaints began to tie in with reports of UPOS. 

"About’15 responsible persons have seen the UPOS, ho added," The 
Deputy, stationed on Vashon, said he and his wife saw a UPC Friday 
night. The first sighting he knows of occurred April 7,»*4 Allman 
said he caid his wife were rctumin^j to their home on the island's 
west side about midnight Friday vdien they saw the UPO about a mile 

away over Kitsap County, They watched it with binoculars,,.. 

"It was blurry," Mlman said, "It was circular and looked like a mag¬ 
nesium flare but it didn't descend and it didn't go out." Allman, a 
pilot, said he was sure that it was not a conventional aircraft. 

Most of the sightings have been reported in th Maury Island and Bur¬ 
ton areas. (NOTE: (BY UAPiiO) Matiry Island was the scene of much UPO 
activity in 1947 including the classical Maury Island Hoax Mystery) 
"The animals have just gone completely crazy," Allman said. "Horses, 
cows, dogs and ducks have been running around." The disturbed animal 
have been in the areas where the UPOS have been reported. One wit¬ 
ness told Allman he saw an object 30 to 40 ft. long with a light 
beam running to a bright object nearby. Most of the sightings of 


UFOS over Vashon itself have been reported as being over ILivDIO stat¬ 
ion towers and a NIKE MISSLE site,.......

and looked up again, ^t was NO airplane.".. .Tho object was shaped 
like a .big cigar and aluminum in color..., "tho brightest light I've 
ever seen.",.."There was No sound coming from it at all.".. 


t had a huge white light on the top, very bright," Overton & aid. 
Down at the bottom it had a smaller, not so bright, light. Around 
the center of this object there was a band, cither jjaint or a diff¬ 
erent kind of metal.

TWO. BOYS OBSEiVED "PLYING S;jJCEi" — Experts describe two 

kids' assertions about the behaviour of a "flying saucer" at low 
height across Sjellands Odde /as most credible. /:». very heavy 'lump' 
which afterwards was found on the shore - seems further to certify 
the boys' explanatioui (The institute - teciiological).. One of the 
boys meant that the flying object had thrown down some 'boxes'. A 
piece of the 'lump' was sent for an examination. The institute re¬ 
ported never to have seen the v/ay in which elements ( some of v^^iich, 
lime and inorganic coal ) were mixed. The two boys' observation - 
which took place sometime ago, has been kept back by the parents 
fer fear of the school friends teasing* In the beginning the par¬ 
ents wore skeptic too; but as the boys were very strongly kept their 
explanatien, they were also convinced that the boys told the truth. 


In order to get the question examined, the mother applied to - 
"rude Skov Satellite Tracking Station" (?) which refferred her to 
the report central office of SCiJmNAVL'iN UPO INI'OmVTION. The 
Central Office sent a representitive to Sjellands Odde, where he ex¬ 
amined the boys, and found many details, which agreed with near ob¬ 
servations from the whole world* In a report to the magazine --- 
of the organization "UPO -NYT" -, he reproduces the boys' report,... 


The two boys were playing in front of a big stack of hay; when it 
became dark they wanted to go home. As one of them happened to look 
up, he noticed a grey-dark object in the sky,.,. The boys' maintain 
to have seen the object go dov/n toward the ground, while 5 ‘legs* 
were lowered through the bottom - at the same time it slowed down 
very strongly. It looked very much as if it were going to land. 


When the object was 3 ft* over the ground the logs wore nearly pul¬ 
led up again and it speeded up. The boy tolls that the object con¬ 
tinued towards Kattegat (the sea) at low height, and when it was ov¬ 
er the shore it threw something v/hich looked like 'boxes'. It is 
believed that this is the heavy 'lump'* After a turn out over the 
sea - something - according to the boys, happened again - a big 

hamp or box was lowered, apparently hanging in a rope or cable as 
thick as an arm. Judging from the movements there was no stiff con¬ 
nection. As the box or homp was down - 6 persons come out through a 
hole in the bottom of the flying object and at once climbed down the 

rope or cable. The boys' mean thatt hey took 'binoculars or cameras' 

.the boy v/as not afraid and later he several tines - 

told his mother that "they looked friendly". Half of the !persons' 
waved their hands and smiled at him. They didn't wave their hands 
in the usual v/ay, the boy tells* They held their palms vortical and 
made q_uick, horizontal movements. As the object disappeared the boy 
heard a sound, which he compared with the soft humming from a bat¬ 
tery tape recorder. There was no breath of air or radiation or heat 

from the 'flying saucer** CONTINUED NEXT PAGE 













The boys’ desoribo the 8 persons as quite snail - like the size of 
himself. One of them wore a blue suit rjid the others a striped one. 
According to the boy, they all had containers on their backs from 
where a tube led to their moixihs. They all wore striped caps..... 

The person in blue did not sotm to have a container, 

^mother remarkable detail should bo that they all "had light on their 
shoulders". It looked like as if they had an electric torch on both 
their shoulders, and there was light in both ends of the electric 
torches, the boy says, 

U/S, i'jmOUNCES DISCOVEliY OP 4 MYSTEllTOUS Si^TEILITES (New York Times) 
Washington — A fouth unidentified satellite has been discovered. 

It fell from orbit Dec, 30, Its‘ existence and the fact that it fell 
were disclosed in the latest issue of the Satellite Situation Heport- 
a government catalog of /anerican and foreign space objects. 

The first three objects are still in orbit and are still listed as - 
"TTnknows" - objects that have NOT been identified "with any launch¬ 
ing or coTuitry of origin," They wore discovered last May and June 
by United States Tracking liadar. But their existence was kept sec¬ 
ret until early October while government officials debated the pros 
and cons ,of admitting they had found objects whoso origin could NOT 
be pinpointed. Secrecy policies prohibit government officials from 
discussing the sizes of the four objects. Tracking agencies have 
claimed the ability to find, by radar, orbiting objects as small as 
one foot long. 

Yet - there have been indications that at least tv/o of the three ob¬ 
jects. found last spring are much larger, and that they wore in orbit 
for nerhaos years before they v/oro discovered. _ '

The closed sessions of the 4th, Congress were v;ell attended by 
representatives of organizations from seventeen states, the District 
of Colturibia, Great Britain and Canada. A complete listing of the 
states as follows: Mass. - Row York - Dew Jersey - Michigan - \7est 
Virginia - Georgia - California - Ohio - Florida - Washington - 
Maiylan.! - Nevada - Connecticut - De].av/are - Alabama - Illinois - 
and the District of Colur.ibia. 

While many people came from foreign lands for thb open sessions — 
only representitives from Great Britain and Canada signed the reg¬ 
ister for the closed sessions. It may have been that some of those 
people who attended the closed sessions - did not know of their 
right to register as Reps, for their organizations. This reporter 
knows of one Rhode Island publication - a UFO Mag - who was repre¬ 
sented during at least one session ;rj.thout listing their prescense. 
Many other reps, may not have registered either. 

The attendance of the closed sessions was at all times well over the 
100 registered delegates who were listed. The first meeting of the 
closed sessions opened on Ihm'sday, Juno 22, 1967. The Chairman 
for the closed sessions, Mr, Allen Greenfield, called the first ses¬ 
sion to order at 2:00PM There were three sessions held. One at 8PM 
Thursday evening, ani the last at 2:00Hi on Friday, Juno 23rd..... 
Since the order of the business consumed about 6 hours in all, I 
shall not do more than report the notions which were passed, the 
major motions vdiioh were defeated and the subject of some of the 
discussions that wore hold, 

A vote of. commendation was extended to Mr, James Moseley, for his 
efforts as Chairman of the 4th, Congress. 

A committee was appointed to define for public consumption the pur¬ 
poses of the Congress of Scientific Ufologists, 

Mr, Allen Greenfield was appointed a committee of one, to gather 
taped recordings of the re-examinations of past saucer sightings, by 
all researchers who wished to work with him on what is termed —- 
“Private tlFO Hearings”, 

A committee composed of Mr. A. Greenfield, Mr. James Moseley, Mr, 

Gray Barker, Mr, Rick Hillberg and Mr, Franlc E. Stranges (Dr.) was 
appointed to establish the site of the 5th. Congress, Applications 
of these vh.o wish to convene the Congress in their area arc to be 
sent to this Committee. The Committee v/ill establish the site of the 
Next Congress by Jan, 1, 1968.

It was agreed that the r’cmbcrs of the Congress would support the 
’’Moseley for ITIC/iP Coniraittee". 'I'he Congress was :ln full agreement 
with the aims and principals of this committee, rega?'dless of Mr, 
Moseley's lack of interest in his rc-cstabliGhmcnt as a member of 
NIGy\P. 

The following motion was made andd carried by a mojority vote; 

"This convention disconnects itself in thought, deed and v/ord from 
any individuals, groups and organizations; which seek to defraud, 
extort from or in any way entice people into schemes; that only have 
unethical commercialisn and similar forms of personal profit as 
their sole aim," —— The motion was further amended to include the 
followirig; 

"That a Committee be created at this convention to actively involve 
itself in the investigation of and pronouncements about such practices 
to all members and groups of tho Congress." The Committee named by 
the Chairman was tho already established committee to locate the site 
of the next Congress, 

Motion was made and carried that tho Chairman set up a committee 
which will send to any inquiring organization, a copy of the Code 
of Ethics adopted at the 1965 Congress, This Committee upon official 
notice of the acceptance and adoption of this code by any.UEO Org¬ 
anization or publication will officially or*roll the said orgcaiization 
01 * publication as a member of the Congress of Scientific Ufologists, 

A report of Project Gray Pile was given, to the effect that a great 
deal more work wrould be required on this project before any results 
.could be reported. 

Discussion was held on - liocal problems, Various Movements within 

the field - Plans for tho ’^^uture and the UPO Grid System. 

Mq.tions made to condemn the Project Blue Book as well as the Condon 
‘Committee were defeated by a majority vote.•

EN GLAND - /iJRIli - 1967. A giant cone-shaped object hovered 15,000 
fe6t above seven Coastguards. For more than an hour they watched it 
through high-powered glasses. As the' object revolved over Brixham, 
Devon, it revealed some sort of ’door* in its side. An aircraft ap¬ 
proached, flev/. around, it, and then flew away. Eventually the object 
vanished behind clouds after climbing to about 20,000 ft. Scores of 
people among the Devon coast phoned police stations to akk about the 
object, sighted at noon, April 28. The Coastguard's report about the 
object Was forwarded within minutes to the Ministry of Defense by the 
R.A. F, at Plymouth. Last night the Ministry’s reactioii to the re¬ 
port was puzaling the Brixham coastguards. For at first the Ministry 

cienied they had even received a report. Later, a spokesman said, 
•‘.further inquiries reveal that we did receive a report, but somehow 
it was not logged," "V/e can ohly’suggest that the object may have 
been a reflection of car headlights or some sort of meteorological 
phenomena. I cannot comment further," -A senior Rt'iF controller at 
Plymouth said, "\7e reported all the details, I cannot tell you where 
the aircraft came from, and you will have a job to get anyone to ad¬ 
mit that onew as sent upi" The object was allegedly tracked on radar. 

At tho Coastguard station at Berry Hoad, Brixham, last night. Chief 
Officer Harry Johnson said, "It’s just laughable for anyoneto sugg¬ 
est to a body of highly trained observers that this was t he reflection 
of car headl.ights^ It Was mid-day!" "The object was obviously made 
of something very highly poliched, and reflected the sunlight almost 
like a star." Coastward Brian Jenkins said," I was able to make a 
detailed drav/tng of it which I showed to an air ''ice-Marshall who 
called .at the station a few days later. His only comment was: "Most 
Interesting!" 

OKLijDkiV'27. 196f - Witness- E. a'. Griff itli - . 

A man identified by the Oklahoma Highway i^atrol only as "AMOX" was 
plaugGd Thursday night by a WPO, The Clinton, Okla. bureau reported 
the sighting near Mangum, Okla, /vinox said he was driving down the 
country roads nearJJangum about 8 PM and saw an object about 200 ft. 
above him. He said he stopped'his car, and the object SHINED ITS 
LIGHTS on him and kept them focused on the car. As he would move for¬ 
ward - so vrauld tho lights. Y/hen he stopped - the lights did like¬ 
wise. He attempted to go in the oppsite direction, but was follov/cd 
by the craft. The Clinton, Okla. detachment said the sighting vvas 
confirmed by the E, A. Griffith family near Maggum, Inquircies to. 
the Highway Patrol by this office suggest that the sighting was con¬ 
sidered to be axithentic, as tho witness, ".J-IOX" would not give per¬ 
mission to release his full name.. Griggith dcocqibod the object as 
being "...dull grey, a cylinder, round on both ends, and something 
like a butane tank," Tho object made a loud noise, simialr to the 
sound of "ten jots", when it left the area and disappeared....

Butler High Schhol Science lept. 

Let ne define "physical evidence" as ,any IlEi'iL distvirbance 
in our earthly environment which affects our hiclogical senses or 
cur mechanical instrumentation. This v/ill, in such instances, 
rule out things like ESP, trans-space thought transmission, auto¬ 
matic writing, mediumship by controls from the "beyond", and dreams 

Y/e will discuss some of these evidences without giving the 
dccui-ientation here. This latter can be found by searching through 
voluminous files of UPO literture. ILIBIATION OP LIGHT; The first 
evidence is that of sightings in the visual sense. Our eyes will 
function only if electromagnetic energy of a range of wave lengths 
known as "visible light" impinge upon the retina. Since there are 
literally tens of thousands of reported UPO sightings, of which 
6^ cannot be explained away as misinterpretations of natural phe¬ 
nomena, light rays must have emenated PROM, or reflected PROM some 
substance.

It was on April 19* 1966 when I received the "unexpected visit 
of Christian Vogt, who is the leader of an inportant UFO research 
group in Argentina, He announced his visit by telephone and arr¬ 
ived at ray flat within a quarter of an hour, 

Vogt is a tall, gook-loolcing fellow, health and muscular. His 
black eyes have a piercing look. As he is Swiss by origin we had 
oui‘ conversation in German, Years ago - for some very concrete 
reasons - I had ceased to trust Christian Vogt in natters of UFO 
research. However, I v;as careful not to show this fact at once and 
received him in a friendly way, I asked him if he had mot Dr, Olavo 
T, Pontes who also lives in Rio and he answered, "Well, it*s Just 
him I hoped we could ask to t ake part in this conversation at your 
flat, we are all short of tine," I conscented of course, and in 
less than a q-uarter of an hour Pr, Fontos rang my doorbell, I did 
not feel too good to have then both "unexpectedly with me because I 
was not prepared, but I decided to corae t o the point with then, 

I nay add that in fomcr years Fontcs and I had worked t ogether 
but after a while we had strong differences of opinion and we separate 
ated,,* At the tine of o"ur separation I had NOT hidden my s"uspicion 

that he was working for another agency which he kept secret*. 

On this April day, hov/ever, we put ourselves at case, took off our 
Jackets, and started a friendly conversation* Vogt and Fontes did 
not try to interrogate ne. The latter told ne about his visit to 
the United States where he had net APRO in Phoenix, and NICAP, in 

Washington, and also Dr, J, Allen Hynfek, The latter, he said, was 
working with the UFO research department of the UDAP, Then he add¬ 
ed Fontes told ne very spontaneously that Hynck vxas on the pajrroll 
of the Air Force, Then he added; "IT IS OUR V/ISH TIUT YOU SHOULD 
JOIN OUR ibUnCS ;JID EXCiLUIGE YOUll RESE,'diCH WITH OURS, Hynek is in 
a position to pass on your information. He is very keen in getting 
info mat ion from private so"urce®. That’s v^hat the Air Force wan.ts 
him to find." 

As he got no imnidiate answer from no, ho told ne that all I 
would have to do in their research program would be to fill in the 
questionaires and keep t o a certain scheme of questioning ny wit¬ 
nesses and registering my interviews, I would, of course, receive 
financial aid to help pay for ny work and expenses. (ED. NOTE; 
could this and the next few lines be deferring to aid from the CIA?) 

I did not show any special interest in this proposition because I 
wanted him to bo more specific, /aid indeed, in the course of the con¬ 
versation, I learned that the financial aid which I would get through 
Hynek would bo quite substantial, even to the point where I could 
make a full-time Job of it if I so disired,.... Continued next page,. 







As I oil a nodical doctor, I hid ny astonishncnt but pointed out 
that through ny bulletins Hynck would got all the nows l could give 
hin and it would cost hiu nothing,,.... Pinaly, I got inpatient and 
said that in working for Hynek I would be working for the ^jilitary 
and I did not want to do this, I nade it clear that as a Univer¬ 
sity-trained Doctor of Medicine I thought it slightly beneath no to 

work for any nilitary body. I asked Dr, Pontes laughingly if 

he did not think the intcllegcncc quota of a nedical doctor was 
slightly above that of the nilita:^. His answer: ''That*s why they 
engaged a scientist, Dr, Hynek. We could influence the nilitary 
through his opinion and show then the new way to a correct research.'' 
..... Both visitors told ne that there were tw reasons for this 
wish: (1) The nunber of landings, sporadically before, which had re¬ 
cently taken on a systcnatic character, (2) The fanous BLACKOUT 
overthe.Ncw York area... which vyas bolievod to have been generated 
by UFO disturbances, and the belief that UPu activity would take on 
an accelerated cresendo in the future,,,/ 

I told then that I had not yet forgotton how,^In. 1958.^d-1959

allusion but I aid not gi-C-e^in any names. Again and again Vogt and 
Pontes tried to vcnvince ne that only, in cooperation with then could 
I got a naxinun of infomation to whic.h nobdy else had access....* 


I then told hin frankly how Pontes’s group was scaring people out of 
their wits instead of giving then confidence to tell their stories 
openly,,.. One co-worker of Pontes - Connandor Aurofebus B, Sinoes 

was out to frighten people into silence, those people had nade con¬ 
tact clains. His nannor of putting questions and threatening those 
questioned was systcnatic and it showed a certain pattern behind 
which. I suspected a plan from a higher agencyi His bcir.g in close 
relation (i.c, Pontes) with the United States consulate general in 
Sao Paulo could not help to deny such stories,,,,.. 


In ending ny first interview v/ith Vogt and Pontes in April, I made 
it clear that ny own position with the contactces would bo spoiled 
and worthless if they learned that I was working with Dr. Pontes 
and his group of silencers. They v/erc not so s illy, these simple 
people., and they soon f ound out the difference in tactics between 
Pontes and nysolf, I added, 'Vmd I an interested in getting the 
truth and nothing but the truth from these people, and 3 want to keep 
their confidence. Once it is lost you are out." 


I had no other visit since then, neither fron Vogt or Pontes, I an 
glad they were without too nuch tension, frank and honest despite the 
touchy subject, I still have no intention whatsoever to join the 
ranks, of Professor Hynek and the United States Air Force.,
